Riverman Is Dead 


J. A. Pate, 68, Arkansas 


River Navigator, Ad- 


ventured in Alaska 


PINK BLUFF, Ark.—Death Tues- 


day 
midnight 
closed 
the 
colorful 


career of Capt. J. A. Pate, fiS, captain 
of Ihe United Slates snagboal Arkan- 
sas, at his home here after u brief 
illncts. 


He was given 
command 
of the 


snagbnat Arkansas in 1929 and had 
only two weeks before his death lied 
up at Pine Bluff for his fourth winter 
here with the boat, preparing for rc- 


inption of operations in the spring. 
Born at Jamestown in 18GB, Cap- 
in i'alc began his river career in 


1892 as a clerk and helmsman when 
river traffic in this suction was at'its 
peak. He continued in the river bus- 
iness during his entire life with the 
exception of one adventure into Alas- 
ka until his death. 


In 189G Captain Pate obtained his 


pilot's license and two years later 
was made a master. That same year 
he signed up with a party of shipping 
men to go to Alaska and work on its 
river;;, the Bering sea and the Arctic- 
ocean—his only seagoing expreincc. 
He stayed in Alaska six summers and 
nine winters, spending two winters 
at home. 


During that 
time 
he 
became a 


friend of the famous Father Dcvinc. 
author of North country talcs, and 
was in the Alaskan gold rush. His 
last four winters there he carried the 
United States mail by dogsled from 
Golovin Hi1,}' to Council City, a dis- 
tance of 60 miles. 


About Ihe gold rush he once said: 
"Except for one short prospecting 


trip moblly for experience. I stayed 
on the water. All of us captains had 
trouble keeping crews un our boats. 
Men deserted us as sunn as we touch- 
ed land to dig fur ^uld. Often I was 
left alone on my boat." 


In 1UU7 he returned to Arkansas and 


was in charge of a store and postof- 
fice at Jamestown. 
But. when the 


.Building was destroyed by fire four 
Miirs later, he returned to the river,

never 
satisfied 


away from the river. We rivcrmen are 
equally as attached to our life as are 
the seamen."

All through this currency discussion 


I am reminded of a perfectly marvel- 
ous situation. There are men in ev- 
ery community in every section of 
America who appear to know exactly 
what ought to be doiie to make money 
and credit easier; and if their schemes 
are adopted they virtually guarantee 
good results. Yet the president, ad- 
vised by 3 of the 19 known world ex- 
perts on finance, has had to feel his 
way all these months, constantly ad- 
vising his people that this is a "trial," 
not a "conclusion." I say, this is a 
marvelous situation. 


It reminds me of the old story about 


the young man and John D. Rocke- 
feller, Sr. The young can told Rocke- 
feller he was going to buy a certain 
.stock because one of Ihe Goulds guar- 
anteed it. "And who," said Rocke- 
feller, "is going to guarantee Gould?" 
_ The poiiujwas, if-Abf stock ^wouldn't 
stand on its own 
earnings report, 


mightn't there be liabilities which not 
even a Gould could cover'.' 


Mr. Roosevelt i.s conducting his fi- 


nancial campaign against the back- 
ground of thousands of years of hu- 
man experience. No man in all those 
years has found a way of circumvent- 
ing the mysterious laws of trade 
which, like the law of gravity, rule 
governments as well as men. And 
what the president docs he does frank- 
ly, without hokum and without apol- 
ogy. 
He pleased necessity and violates 


the right of private contract between 
creditor and debtor—but America has 
done thi.s before, and survived. That's 
why the people have confidence. The 
president docs the job directly in 
front of him, while amateur advisors 
spin fine theories about what they 
would do if they could tinker with 
finance.

The money question reminds me of 


a paragraph Arthur Brisbane once 
wrote about the mystery of electricity 
—the finest example 
of expository 


writing in American journalism. As 
1 recall, Mr. Brisbane's words were 
these: 


Men build camp-lircs 
in 
the 


heart of the African jungle to 
keep off the cool of night. And 
when the men have gone, the mon- 
keys come* down 
out 
of 
their 


trees and sit around the white 
man's fire warming their hands 
delightedly—but they let the fire 
die, not having sense to throw 
wood on it. So man, discovering 
electricity, uses it in his civiliza- 
tion without ever understanding 
whence this power comes. 
And so it is with money and booms 


and panics. 


It is significant that today the men 


who are most sure what to do for the 
country have the least proof of suc- 
cess in the past.

Farm Kimds Guaranteed 


WASHINGTON — (/P)— Legislation 


guaranteeing the principal as well as 
intere&t of the govJernment'p farm 
credit bonds was signed late Wednes- 
day by President Roosevelt. 


The new farm mortgage corpora- 


tion act authorizes the governor of the 
Farm Credit Administration to or- 
ganize and charter a corporation cap- 
italized at 200 millions and to issue 
bonds up to 2 billions. This sum, save 
for about 150 millions will be used in 
making new mortgage and other loans 
under the administration's farm debt 
refinancing program. The 150 millions 
will be used to buy .back from the re- 
construction ScQtporation bonds which* 
were sold under the emergency farm 
mortgage act of 1933. 


The bonds held by the RFC provid- 


ed cash with which the administra- 
tion lent through the land bank com- 
missioner and Federal Land 
banks. 


Repurchase of these bonds was re- 
garded as a move to consolidate the 
entire lending program into one cor- 
poration. 


Farm Credit Administration officials 


said, however, none of the funds ob- 
tained through the- new corporation 
would be used to provide any gov- 
ernment guarantee 
of outstanding 


Federal Land bank bonds, amounting 
to about 1 billion, now in the hands

Outlaw Captured 


CHICAGO.-(/P)— Verne Sankey, one 


of the nation s most notorious kid- 
napers, suspected of 'the fatal Lind- 
bergh abduction and nearly a half 
dozen others, was captured here late 
Wednesday by federal agents. 


The former Gann Valley, (S. D.) 


rancher, turned desperado, was taken 
in a North Side barber shop. He was 
unarmed and offered no resistance. 


In his clothing were found several 


poison pills, presumably carried for 
the purpose of ending his own life in 
ease of apprehension. He was over- 
powered before having a chance to 
use them. 


In Sankey 's apartment were found 


two 
,3H caliber pistols, a sawed-off 


shotgun and large quantity of am- . 
munition. In a tin box was found 
$3,200 in $1(10 bills, $200 in $20 bills. 
and S:!0 in $1 bills. A woman giving 
the name of Helen Ma tern also was 
arrested in the aptrtment. She de- 
nied knowing Saiikey's true identity. 


Rushed 
to headquarters, 
Sankey 


confessed. Melvin H. Purvis, head of 
the local office of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation said, to partici- 
pation in the abduction 
of 
Haskell 


Bohn, St. Paul, and Charles Boett- 
cher II, Denver capitalist. 


He denied any connection with the 


recent kidnaping of Edward G. Bre- 
iner. St. Paid banker, and that of 
William Hiunm Jr., wealthy St. Paul 
brewer, a year ago. St. Paul officials, 
advised of the arrest, started here to 
question him in both eases. 


Purvis and his aides submitted San- 


key to a severe grilling concerning the 
Lindbergh case, but what they learn- 
ed. if anything, was not revealed. 


Federal authorities did not know 


what disposition would be made of 
Sankey. New Jersey 
probably will 


have the first claim for him if evi- 
dence definitely linking him with the 
Lindbergh kidnaping is developed, 
Purvis taid. 


Eankcy's name was brought into the 


Lindbergh case for the first time early 
in January when County Attorney M. 
F. Kinkead of St. Paul said he had 
uncovered evidence which indicated 
the terrorist might have had a con- 
nection with the fatal abduction. 


The evidence consisted, he said, of 


records of telephone calls made from 
the Sankey ranch at Gann City, S. D,, 
to New Jersey shortly after the ab- 
duction,

BERLIN Germany— (/P)— The ques- 


tion of German interest transfers was 
settled at last for six months Wed- 
nesday in an agreement between the 
Reichsbank 
and 
representatives of 


foreign creditors providing for an in- 
crease in the amounts Germany per- 
mits to be sent abroad. 


Foreign holders of German securities 


will receive 76.9 per cent oT the due 
payments instead of the 65 per cent 
involved in a moratorium order is- 
sued last fall. 


The additional amount was made 


ptsbible through the Reichsbank's al- 
lowance of a 67 per cent payment in 
script instead of the 50 per cent pre- 
viously permitted. 


The agreement affects only creditors 


not included in a Swi&r and Dutch ar-

ilies which are failing to keep them 
up. 


Failure of any 
large 
number of 


communities to provide a decent min- 
imum of schooling becomes a nation- 
al problem, they feel. 


Millions for Schools 


A committee now 
is 
working in 


Washington, laying plans for getting 
this aid. Their program, which al- 
ready is getting considerable support 
in Congress, will be about as fol- 
lows: 


1. Immediate federal appropriation 


of 850,000,000, either 
from 
present 


kinds or by special bill, to be ap- 
portioned among states where schools 
have fallen down, in proportion to 
the need and to the ability of each 
state to carry its own load. 


2. Because it now is almost certain 


that the school problem will be more 
acute next year than this, an appro- 
priation of $100,000,000 for the fiscal 
year 1934-35, to be used similarly. 


3. A further appropriation, amount 


net yet specified, 
for restoring to 


many schools the 
health 
services, 


music, art, 
home 
economics, 
and 


manual training courses which have 


eliminated as economy rneas- 
becn 
ures. 


4. Release of locu,! funds for schools 


by refinancing district debts, and by 
federal loans to schoil districts on se- 
curity of delinquent taxes or frozen 
assets in closed banks. 


5. Securing out of any further pub- 


lic works appropriations at least 10 
per cent for new school buildings. 


6. A federal grant of $30,000,000 to 


help students go to college. 


Conference Stuns Drive 


These 
plans for 
federal

schools are the upshot of a national 
conference of schoolmen and delegates 
from 32 other organizations, called last 
fall by George F. Zook. U. S. commis- 
sioner of education, to consider the 
IToblem of the crumbling away of lo- 
cal school facilities under the pound- 
ing of a fourth year of depression.

WASHINGTON.— (ff>) —The United 


States was described Thursday by 
Secretary Morgenthau as being on "a' 
1934 model gold bullion standard" as 
the result of the dollar devaluation 
program which netted the government 
2 billion 792 million 490 thousand dol- 
lars' profit 


He made this statement to reporters 


just as Professor Irving Fisher of 
Yale testified to the house banking 
subcommittee that the existing Fed- 
eral System "will be lucky if it es- 
capes destruction altogether." 


Fisher urged the creattion ot a f ed- 


j eral monetary authority with sole cur- 
rency-issuing powers.

Morgenthau refused to discuss the 


i 2-billion-dollar stabilization fund cre- 


ated out of devaluation profits. Its 
operation is to be kept strictly secret. 


Meanwhile, administration officials 


watched the climb of quotations on 
the stock market and the ebb and 
flow of the dollar in foreign exchange.

British Make New 


Arms Pact Offer 


Would Recognize German 


Claim to Equality— 


Crisis for Europe 


LONDON, En?.—(/P)—The British 


government Wednesday night made 
public its latest disarmament plan, 
calling on other nations to agree— 
with the alternative "an armaments' 
race, the end of which no man can 
see." 


Provisions of the armaments plan 


were published in a "\vhitc paper" 
'.vhirh said the proposal was submit- 
ted during the last few days to the 
pcwcrs concerned. 


The note said that Great Britain 


recognized Germany's claim to equal- 
ity in arms and emphasized "that the 
return of Germany to Geneva and to 
the League of Nations should be an 
essential condition of an agreement.'' 


The choice facing Europe, the mem- 


orandum declared, is as follows: 


1. To reach

Dollar Is 59.06 Scnts 


WASHINGTON -(JP)~ President 


Roosevelt late Wednesday devalued 
the dollar and gave the world a stand- 
ing offer to buy and sell gold,*''ac- 
cording to the needs of international 
trade, at a fixed price in dollars, an 
action interpreted by Treasury of- 
ficials as putting the country "on a 
modified gold standard." 


The president fixed the value of the 


dollar at 59.06 per cent of its former 
gold equivalent, and on this basis a 
price of $35 an ounce was established 
for international dealings in gold, 


With tho cut in the 
dollar's gold 


content there was established auto- 
matically a $2,000,000,000 stabilization 
fund to regulate foreign value of the 
dollar, which officials said might not 
have to be used extensively, as they 
expected exchange rates would be 
pegged by the price set on gold sales 
for export. 


For the first tune since last March 


the president made it possible to set- 
tle America's international balances in 
Gold and gave the dollar a definite 
gold value for which, under restric- 
tions, it is exchangeable. 


Explains Action 


President Roosevelt told newspaper- 


men of his action shortly after- 4 p. 
in., telling them unnecessarily to be 
quick to send out the news as he 
wished the American gold market, 
which had not closed, to have the 
benefit of the news, rather than for- 
eign markets, which would open to- 
morrow some hours before those in 
the United States. 


"At 3:10 p. m. by proclamation," he 


said, "we fixed the weight of the 
gold dollar at 15 5 21 grains of gold, 
nine-tenths fine. This is the equival- 
ent of 59.06 per cent of the former 
weight of 25.8 grains. The new gold 
content of the dollar became effective

Sensitive to Appearance 


All children are sensitive about their

These children are not usually 
conditioned to. conceit (although of 
course it has happened) as much as 
they may .have it right in their na- 
tures. There is such a thing as auto- 
eroticism, or self-worship, but it is 
not present**tri*"the vast majority of.

Inferiority May Develop

too much. Once she knows it is notic- 
ed, even by her mother, it's just too 
bad, because the vague idea will be 
branded now forever on her breast 
like the "S" in "Scarlet Letter." 


After 'all, boys don't set as much 


slore in beauty as they do in strength. 
We can wound a boy more by saying 
he is weak, or small, or slow or stu- 
pid' than we can by telling him he has 
thin hair, or big ears or feet. 


Girls suffer untold agonies if they 


think they are not as other girls. 
They don't desire to excel so much as 
to meet an average. If a girl thinks 
she is singled out to be the ugly 
duckling in a crowd or a schoolroom 
—and too many do feel this way—her 
whole life will shape itself around 
this idea. Inferiority will color every- 
thing she does. She becomes self-con- 
scious and really awkward, and charm 
—a woman's"1 greatest beauty, really— 
will never materialize. 


The best way is to treat looks cas- 


ually. To accent cleanliness and neat- 
ness is right, but discourage all the 
"Grandpa's noses" and "Aunt Min- 
nie's teeth" and "father's very long 
arms" when visitors begin to get per- 
sonal. To praise is all right if it is 
sincerely and tactfully done. But re- 
member, our audience is composed of 
doubting Thomases. Silence can sel- 
dow be blamed for causing trouble.

You can tell a. freshly laid ^igg by 


the amount of air space there is in it. 
When the egg is still warm,' it com- 
pletely fills the shell, but ns it cools 
and the egg substance contracts and 
leave a space at the blunt end. As 
the egg grows older, the space be- 
comes larger. 


The white of tin egg; is almost pure 


protein. The yolk, however, is a mix- 
ture of. proteins, fats, cholesterol and 
lecithin, containing minerals and vita- 
mins. 


An egg laid in winter usually has 


a lighter colored yolk than one laid 
in summer. This depends on the diet 
of the hen. If the hen fails to in- 
clude any green stuffs in its diet or 
if it fails to obtain certain grains, like 
yellow corn, the yolk gradually will 
become paler. 


The cow transfers these substances 


to the butter fat of the milk, the hen 
to the yolk. The yellow color is due 
to chlorophyl and carotin. 


Egg yolk is fairly rich in Vitamin 


A and Vitamin D, compared with, oth- 
er foods, for this reason. The white 
of an egg has 88 per cent of water, but 
the yolk only 47 per cent. 


The amount of nourishment you got 


out of an egg depends on its diges- 
tibility and the nature of its protein. 
The amount of energy you get out 
of. it is not great, only about 70 
calories. 


You won't pet much Vitamin C' out 


of it, either, but there will be some 
phosphorus, iron, and calcium in it, 
besides the fats', proteins, and other 
substances already mentioned.

Personal: Exemptions 


In addition to the personal exemp- 


tion of 51.0CO for single persons and 
$2,500 for married persons living to- 
gether mid for heads of families, a 
taxpayer is entitled to a credit of $400 
for each dependent, defined by in- 
come-tax Inw and regulations as a 
person under 18 years of age or in- 
cnpable of self-support because men- 
tally or 
physically defective. 
The 


term "mentally or physically defec- 
tive" means not only 
cripples 
and 


Ihose menially defective but persons 
in ill health and the aged. 


In order to be entitled to the $400 


credit, the taxpayer must furnish the 
dependent his or her chief support. 
The credit is based upon actual finan- 
cial dependency and not 
mere legal' 


dependency. For example, a father 
whose childern receive half or more 
of their support from a trust fund or 
other separate source is not entitled to 
the credit. 


Neither relationship nor residence 


is a factor in the allowance of the $400 
credit for a dependent. Tho taxpay- 
er and the dependent may be resi- 
dents of different cities. If husband) 
nnd 
wife both contribute to tha 


support of a dependent^ 
tlio 
5400 


credit may be taken by the one Con« 
tributing the chiel support, and may 
not be divided between them. 


A single person who supports in his 


home nil »gcd mother is entitled not 
only to the S400 credit for a dependent, 
but also to the personal exemption of 
$2.500 as the head 
of a family. A 


widower supporting under similar cir- 
cumstances a dependent child under 
18 years of age also is entitled to the 
personal exemption of $2,500 as the 
head of a family, plus the $400 credit 
for a dependent. 


Under the Revenue Act of 1932 both 


Ihe personal exemption nnd the credit 
tor dependents are required to be pro- 
rated where the status of the tax- 
payer changed during the year.
